Manitoba Farm 
Loans Association 


System is Proving of Great Benefit to 
The Cause of Agriculture 

The annual report for 1919 of the 
Manitoba Farm Loans Association re- 
cords that during the year 795 appli- 
cations were received aggregating 
$2,532,800, whilst new loans were paid 
out to the sum of $1,220,000. Of the 
applgations received, a considerable 
proportion, nearly $668,900, were de- 
clined or Withdrawn for various reas- 
ons, nearly all of them have been tak- 
en up by the Soldier Settlement 
Board, the remainder consisting’ of 
releases granted by the Board under 
very-exceptional circumstances. 

The funds for loaning purposes 
were, as in the past, for the most part 
provided by the province, but it is 
encouraging to note that bonds sold 
to the public increased from $133,995 
to $237,350, and deposits from $25,350 
to $63,875 during the period under 
consideration. In spite of the unset- 
tled condition of the money markets 

riig “the year, the association was 
able to’secure loans at five percent to 
continue loaning at the original rate. 

The total amownt of money paid out 
jto November 30th, 1919, for loans was 
$3,320,950, of which’ $141,014 has been 
repaid, leaving loans outstanding am-- 
ounting to $3,079,935, as againSt $1,- 
|990,346 at the same date in 1918, Ex- 
penses for the year amounted to $21,- 
374, which is considerably below the 
one percent originally provided for 
in the act as being sufficient to run 
the business. The substantial surplus 
of $20,403. hassbeen set aside, Collec- 
tions were very good, only one small 
jarrear outstanding from 1918. 

; Many appreciative letters have-been 
jreccived from borrowers since the es- 
tablishinent of the 


association, and 
jthere have been on the other hand 
very few complaints. The Manitoba 
Farm Loans Act of 1917 provided for 
the establishment of the association 
which has power to approve of loans, 
issue certificates of ownership on 
ishares; Yssue stocks*and bonds, with 
a capital stock of $1)000,000, of which 
jthe province subscribes 50 percent. 
|Money is loaned only to farmers for 
the acquisition of land, for clearing 
or draining, the erection farm 
buildings, the discharge of liabilities 
incurred in the improvement of land 
\for agricultural purposes, and only to 
persons actually engaged in farming 
lactivity on the land in question. The 
farm ‘and itself is taken as security 
and the borrower automatically bec- 
jomes a subscriber to the association.

Pasture for Hogs 


Economical Production of Pork De- 
pends Largely Upon Consump- 
tion of Cheaply Grown Feed 

High prices for farm produce do 
not always anean large profits. Cost 
}of production plays a very important 
part in determining the net profit a 
farmer makes on what-he has to sell, 
This is a matter that should receive 
more attention than is being given to 
it. Manufacturers of articles that the 
farmer has to buy study the question 
In cost of production very carefully. 


The farmer is a manufacturer of the 
things the other fellow has to buy, 
and while he does little in the way of 
setting prices for his products, he 
jeould and should do more toward les- 
jscning production cost, 

Take, as an example, the production 
'of pork. Economical production of 
jpork. Economical production of pork 
idepends largely upon the consump- 
jtion of cheaply grown feed. In the

The pasture 
should not be overgrazed. It is best 
;to divide.the pasture into two or three 
{equal areas and allow the hogs to re- 
}imain in each a week or ten days. 


| This will allow the first pastured area 
;to recuperate before the hogs are 
j turn¢ d in again. 

| Some grain also should be fed when 
‘hogs are on pasture, Opinions differ 
regarding the quantity that should be 
fed. A medium ration would be from 
itwo or three percent the live 
weight of the hog. No’fixed rule can 
laid down regarding this. The 
pasture should be tender and clean, 
jand enough grain should be fed to 
keep the hogs shapely and in thrifty,

The Troublesome Pest 


In the summer flies attack cows, 
causing much misery to them and fin- 
ancial loss to the owners, A content- 
led cow always produces much more 
milk than a discontented one, 

There are many so-called fly re- 
| Pellants on the market which are ab- 
‘solutely worthless) Good money is 
| wasted every time these are produced, 
It is possible to obtain reliable re- 
pellents, however, and some of them 
are very cheap. Here is one recom- 
mended by the Utah Agricultural 
College: one pound of common laun- 
dry soap, four gallons of warm wat- 
ler, one gallon of crude petroleum and 
four ounces of powdered napthalin. 
\Shave the soap into the warm water, 
and stir until it is thorough dissolved. 
Put the napthalin in the crude petro- 
leum and stir it likewise until itis 
dissolved. Then pour the soap and 
water in the petroleum and napthalin 
and mix thoroughly. 

Apply the solution with a brush to 
the parts of the cows’ bodies which 
are attacked by flies. This solution 
has been used and found economical, 
effective and durable by many farm- 
jers.

Delivery by Parachute 


'Grant Licenses Authorizing the Drop- 
ping of Packages by Parachute - 
From Aircraft 

The British Air Ministry has an- 
nounced that, in an amendment of 
the air navigation regulations, licenses 
may now be obtained to drop pack- 
ages by parachute. The amendment 
reads: “An amendment to the air na- 
vigation regulations dated 30th March 
provides that the Secretary of State 
may, on application being made to 
thim, grant licenses to firms engaged 
in the aircraft industry, authorizing 
the dropping of packages by para- 
chutes from aircraft on to dropping 
grounds approved by him for the pur- 
pose, subject to such conditions and 
for such time as may be specified in 
the license, andgsubject also to any 
directions issued by the Secretary of 
State for the purpose of supplement- 
ing or giving full effect to this pro- 
viso,”

The natural resources intelligence 
branch of the Department of the In- 
terior, of which F, C, G, Lynch is 
suptrintendent, is responsible for the 
publishing of a map which will prove 
of the utmost value to all thosé seek- 
ing information regarding the natural 
resources of Canada, together with 
the transportation at trade routes. A 
glance at the map shows clearly 
where all the vast natural resources 
are situated, whether in the shape of 
timber, coal, the precious metals, and 
pulp wood, furs, natural gas and 
oil, and clay belts, the enormous wat- 
er powers throughout the country al- 

so being indicated. 

Thus the secker after information 
can find out merely by opening the 
map that in Nova Scotia and other 
Maritime provinces he can engage in 
mixed farming, mining and fishing; 
in Quebec he will find a wealth of 
timber for pulp wood, minerals to be 
dug from the earth, including asbes- 
tos, graphite, molybdenite; in the 
neighboring province of Ontario much 
the same possibilities exist, while in 
the prairie provinces of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan, and Alberta, the pos- 
sibilities of which have only been 
barely scratched, the intending settler 
prospector or business man will find 
himself surrounded with a veritable 
embarras de richesses.

It Pays to Have A Work Bench And 
A Kit of Tools 


It is quite as necessary that a farm- | 


er should understand the usé of tools 
and machinery as that he should be 
well posted in the principles of stock 
raising, grain growing or any other 
department intimately conneeted 
with his vocation, He should know 
when his mowing machine, hay rake, 
plow or other implements are not in 
proper adjustment, and be able fo ap- 
ply the remedy, and to be-well enough 
posted to prevent being cheated when 
purchasing these implements. 

It is now generally admitted that 
every farmer should own a good 
workshop, Build a place for the pur- 
pose, and get a kit of bench tools 
just as soon as the circumstances will 
permit of it; then a tool will be at 
hand when wanted, and nearly all the 
repairs upon farm implements and the 
buildings may be done without going 
to the expense of employing a pro- 
fessional mechanic, 

There are rakes, and hay racks, 
sleds, wagon boxes, harrows, field 
rollers, etc, which may be kept in 
good order at the home workshop, 
and innumerable improvements made 
around the farm buildings. There 
are grain troughs to be made, barn 
doors to fix up by rehanging, stan- 
chions to build or improve, weather 
boarding to be put on and roofs to 
mend, besides scores of other little 
necessities in and about the place for 
the convenience of the women folks 
as well as the men,

find how much he is capable of doing. 


If he is a man in the habit of doing \ 


his work well, he will also have the 
satisfaction of knowing that he has 
saved a good, round bill at the village 
shop.

Experimental Farm Wanted 


So-Called Dry District in Southern 
Saskatchewan Should 
Be Served 

For several years farmers in the 
south-western part of the province of 
Saskatchewan in what is called the 
dry district, have been clamoring for 
an experimental farm. 

Prof. Bracken,-of the agricultural 
college of Saskatoon, has records that 
show that in the north-eastern part of 
the province, where the rainfall is ab- 
undant, the average period between 
the late spring frosts and the first 
fall frosts was 73 days, and in the 
south-western part @f the province 133 
days, There is thus an opportunity to 
experiment with different crops where 
the district is frost free for 133 days, 
as compared with the experimental 
farms now located in the province at 
Indian Head, Rosthern and Scott. 

At the meeting of delegates from 
Agricultural Societies in Saskatoon in 
January last a resolution was unanim- 
ously passed asking the Dominion 
government to establish an experim- 
ental farm in the south-western part 
of the province. Any location on the 
Shaunavon branch of the C.P.R. or in 
the Swift Current district, where the 
farmers have suffered the past two 
years on account of drought and hot 
winds, would be satisfactory.

Canadian Cheese 
For England 


Export of Cheese Will Again Flow 
Through the Usual 
Channels 

The Canadian minister of agricul- 
ture recently received the following 
cable from the British Ministry of 
Food: “It has now been definitely de- 
cided that the Ministry will not pur- 
chase the new _ season’s Canadian 
cheese. The maximum importer’s sel- 
ling price (32 cents), now in force, 
will be removed at an early date, but 
‘the maximum retail price of one shil- 
jling and eight pence (40 cents) per 
jpound for whole milk cheese will re- 
main in force for the time being.” 

The effect of this decision will be 
that tlie export of cheese will again 
flow through the usual channels.

The addition of the five floating 
German dreadnoughts to the British 
fleet may save Britain from losing her 
naval supremacy to the United States 
during the next two or three years, 
At present Britain has 33 dread- 
noughts, The United States has 27 
built or building and is planning for 
10 more. Britain has 13 battle-cruis- 
jers. The United States is building gix 
and is planning for six more. ! 
.The justification for the intensive 
naval program of the United States 
is hard to find particularly when Pres- 
ident’ Wilson urges all the nations of 
the wond. to join the League of Na- 
tions and agree to an all-round re- 
|duction of armaments. A clash be- 
tween the two great divisions of the 
Anglo-Saxon race is unthinkable. Yet 
even the best friends of the United 
States who are citizens of the British 


jempire feel that Britain occupies such 


a unique position in the world that 
she has reason for taking such steps 
as may be necessary to maintain the 
most powerful navy in the world.

The result has been 
the creation of a widespread and al- 
most ineradicable impression that 
they are inexhaustible. Consequently, 
! iods of true forestry, conservation 
fire protection and replanting have 
been scoffed at as unnecessary in by- 
gone days and have only recently be- 
gun to arouse interest after years of 
neglect and wasteful, careless meth- 
ods of lumbering. 

The loss and cost of this neglect to 
the country, if put in figures, would 
be almost as astounding as are these 
estimates of remaining resources, The 
total amount of forest land in British 
Columbia has been placed at 149,334 
square miles; of this some 2,000 
square miles have been cut, and 95,333 
square miles have been destroyed by 
fire, Of the remainder, over one-half 
has been partially damaged by fire, 
so that less than one-third of the} 
gross area now carries merchantable 
timber, Moreover, much of this is 
topographically inaccessible to lum-

bering operations, True, much of this 
burned-over land is now again~grow- 
ing up into forest, and is annually 
Producing far more than the total an- 
nual cut, Such production is, however 
strictly contingent on fire protection. 

There is no cause for pessimism in 
all this, but the best interests of truc 
industrial development are served by 
Squarely facing these facts as they ex- 
ist, rather than encouraging further 
waste by exaggerated reports of in- 
exhaustible resources. 

The paper industry in the provinee 
is one of growing importance, Thou- 
sands of tons of news-print and ‘kraft’ 
Papers are shipped annually from the 
big pulp and paper mills along the 
coast to foreign markets, and it is 
predicted that within a short period, 
the province will be the centre of the 
world’s pulp supply, Aburidant water 
power is available from the hundreds 
of mountain lakes and waterfalls near 
the sea coast. 2 

There are 390 saw mills in opera- 
tion on the Pacific Coast, and these, 
so far, have proved their ability to 
meet the world-wide demand for the 
coast lumber, The federal govern- 
ment, through the Vancouver Harbor 
Commission, will aid the mills in the 
near future by the establishment of 
great booming grounds and assemb- 
ling wharves which will facilitate the 
loading of ocean carriers, Smaller 
mills will also be conveniently sized 
and graded for transfer to the holds 
of freighters, The lack of such ac- 
coimmodation as is under way has, in 
the past considerably retarded the de- 
velopment of forgign trade. 

The bulk of British Columbia tim- 
ber is cut in what is known as the 
coast region, lying along the shores 
of the Pacific, and the majority of the 
mills are located in the vicinity of 
Vancouver, the principal port of wes- 
tern Canada. The forests of the 
Queen Charlotte Islands contain 
much valuable hemlock and_ Sitka 
spruce. This spruce is particularly 
suited for aeroplane construction, and 
during the war the greater part of the 
timber used in the fighting ’planes of 
the Allies came from these islands. 
The interior district of the province, 
whilst thickly timbered, has not the 


{heavy stands which characterize the 


coast growth, but contribute consid- 
erably to the province's aggregate re 
sources, 

The history of lumbering in British 
Columbia is a story of romance and 
of daring, a record of success under 
difficulties, of heroic failures and hap- 
hazard business methods with chance 
The present era is one of kcen 


ed selling force. The operator of to- 
day is a man versed not only in the 
intricacies of logging and milling, but 
an expert on transportation problems, 
tonnage, domestic and foreign mark- 
ets, and exchange. No longer is the 
future left to chance, but the market 
is assured before the timber is felled, 
Viewed from all angles, the lumber 
industry of the Pacific province is on 
the eve of great development, and in 
years to come the mills and camps 
will multiply as increased investment 
and enterprise become interested. 
The vast areas of British Columbia’s 
timbered valleys and hills can accom- 
odate operators without limit, and of- 
fer opportunities full of promise.

Germany’s 
Super Guns 


If Used Earlier In The War Paris 
Might Have Been Reduced 
To Ruins 
When the “seventy-mile’ German 
guns began-to bombard Paris during 
one of the most critical periods of the 
Sreat war there were many tonject- 
ures as to the character of the guns 


and of the shells used. Noted experts 
were called upon to give details of 
the probable character of artillery 
which could throw shells such a dis- 
tance, Many -were of the opinion 
that the secret lay in the shell itself, 
which, it was conjectured, was propel- 
led by mechanism of its own. Even 
after the war was over there was con- 
siderable doubt as to the identity of 
the long distance guns, A’ recent is- 
sue of the engineering supplement of 
the London Times, however, gives a 
very clear account of the character of 
the famous guns, and provides illus- 
trations of an interesting kind, with a 
short-history-of the appearance and 
work of the guns during the five 
months of 1918, when they were in 
operation, 

When the armistice was concluded 
the Germans had seven of the guns 
in commission, They were not, con- 
trary to all preconceived opinion, new 
guns at all, but were made out of the 
old 15-inch naval guns, in which was 
inserted a long heavy tube, projecting 
some 40 feet beyond the muzzle of 
the old gun, This tube was bored to 
a diameter of 21cm. (about 8 inches), 
and when worn out was rebored to 24 
cm. or even, when necessary, was re- 
bored once again to 26cm. The life 
of the gun at any one of these cali- 
bres was probably not more than 50 
rounds, The projectile was 490 mm. 
(about 19 inches) in length, with a 
false cap of the same~or greater 
length, while to ensure detonation two 
fuses were employed. 

The long distance gun, 
standing much adverse criticism, and 
many objections to it on various 
grounds by experts, was one of the 
noteworthy innovations of the conflict 
and had the Germans been equipped 
with large numbers of these guns ear- 
lier in the war, Paris might have been 
reduced to a heap of ashes. In any 
event, immense damage would have 
been done the city. The same holds 
true, of course, of many other cities 
outside the war zone. Then again it 
is likely the success of such guns 
would have promoted the construction 
of others of lesser range—say forty or 
fifty miles—which would have had a 
very serious effect on the organization 
behind the advanced lines of the allied 
forces. Practically the whole territory 
for fifty or seventy-five miles back of 
the allieM ranks would have been und- 
er fire had the Germans evolved the 
long distance gun sooner in the con- 
flict—From the Ottawa Citizen.

Sight Seeing 
In The Rockies 


The Wonders of Maligne Canyon, 
Jasper National Park 

One of the many wonder mountain 
features to be seen in the Canadian 
Rockies, the Maligne Gorge, Jasper 
Park, is one of the most interesting 
surpassing any gentler views in the 
force with which it takes hold of the 
mind and the influence it brings to 
bear on the imagination, 

The Maligne river issues from Med- 
icine Lake, and works its groping way 
underground for many a long reach, 
but when it arrives at the first bridge 
the cabin above the gorge, it is 


a clear pleasant open mountain stream 
seemingly as unconscious of the ter- 
rible experiences before it, as a boy 
might be of the coming tragedies of 
manhood. 

‘But a little below the bridge the 
rocks begin to contract and the 
shades of the prison wall fall on the 
bright waters — the stream deepens 
and flows faster, the sides of the 
canon draw closer together and rise 
higher until sweeping forward as 
though forced through a funnel the 
stream takes that wild leap into the 
air, over the precipice, booming with 
a sea-like roar as it strikes the rocks. 
From this point it can best be seen 
from a slender footbridge stretched 
across the gorge, when on can lin- 
ger and gaze into the depth below, 
and see and hear nature in her most 
tragic mood, 

Gazing first at the mad plunge of 
the waters, then at the worn and 
twisted and savage rocks that form 
the sides of the canyon, all that is 
visible to the eye seem to twist and 
writhe and worm in a horrible effort 
to achieve some evil effect. The old 
savage idea of a malicious force iv 
nature, a force hostile to man, a force 
that defeats his aspirations and tor- 
tures his affections, is here expressed 
in awful completeness. 

The gorge is so narrow as to ap- 
pear an ugly gash in the earth's sur- 
iface; in some places rocks are sus- 
pended between the worn and irregu- 
lar sides. The waters below can only 
jbe seen faintly in the gloom, gleam- 
jing, g?eaming and still living in that 
dreadful imprisonment. Leaving the 
bridge and following the path along 
the rampart of the canyon we stop 
from time to time, and, holding firmly 
by the arm of a friendly tree, we look 
shudderingly down on those cruel, im- 
prisoning walls and the lovely tor- 
tured stream. Here and there it 
throws up white arms of foam in ifs 
wild effort to escape away to light 
jand life. -Another fall is achieved less 
terrible than the first, and a miniature 
glacier, a patch of unmelted ice lodges 
,among the rocks and still the river 
lives and cries aloud for deliverance, 
until slowly the rock recedes, the 
shadows retreat, and the stream emer- 
\ges strong and deep and true and the 
most beautiful of mountain rivers. 
The sunshine plays on its bright sur- 
face, the fragrance of wild’ woods 
breathes over it as it runs and ripples 
over its clean, fair bed of stones; over 


jit, until it sweeps under the last 
bridge that spans its open straight- 
forward, triumphant course to its 


home in the bosom of the Athabasca.

World’s Best Seed 


Professor Boving, the noted seed 
specialist of British Columbia, recent- 
ly stated that after a long series of 
experiments and extensive investiga- 
tion he had arrived at the definite 
conclusion that Canadian ‘grown seed 
had stronger germination than 
grown farther south, In other words, 
his researches and scientific experi- 
mentation had conclusively proved 
that seed grown on Canadian land as- 
sured_greatcr propagation and larger 
and more sturdy crops than that 
brought to maturity on parts of the 
American continent farther south. 

Previous to this announcement, 
there were not wanting indications 
that farmers from various parts of 
the United States had arrived at the 
same conclusion, not as a result of 
scientific research, but from hard and 
long experience, 
winter, farmers from the central Am- 
erican states have been purchasing 
seed for cereal crops from the prairie 
provinces and huge quantities left the 
large shipping points in the west. 

For some years, too, the prairie 
provinces have shared between them 
the first prizes in the wheat cham- 
pionships at International Fairs, and

| These are mercly two examples of 
‘how Canadian grown seed is regarded 
lacross the line and on the other side 
of the ocean, and that faith in its 
germinating qualities was proved to 
the satisfaction of growers before 
science proved its superiority. 

It has been a generally prevalent 
belief that European grown seed of 
lfield roots was superior in producing 
power to seed raised in Canada, and 
consequently a great deal of importa- 
tion of European field root seed has 
| been carried on. To test the sub- 
‘stantiality of this, experimentation 
thas been undertaken during the past 
| few years, and has resulted in the 
conviction that Canadian grown seed 
is fully capagle of competing with 
imported continental stock crop pro- 
ducing ability, and, indeed, in many 
cases, has proven decidedly superior. 
This will doubtless result in greater 
faith in home grown products and in 
\their qualities of propagation, and in 
the keeping of another industry with- 
in the confines of the Dominion. - 
| Careful and intelligent selection of 
seed practised by thinking and long- 
sighted Canadian agriculturists has 
brought the quality of Canadian seed 
to a high standard. This, coupled 
with the hardy germinating properties 
of soil and climate, has placed the 
Canadian product of cereal and other 
crop seeds in the first rank. At the 
present time, a valuable and extend- 
ing market has been developed 
through the universal demand for 
Canadian seed, and other lands are 
coming to the Dominion to restock 
their agricultural areas.
